Tbe Differential Ditics Act under 
Union. 

Tho collection of dutioB on y;ooda 
Bhipped from Victoriii to Now Wost- 
miDBier, which has been persisted in 
by the Govornmont sinco tho Union, 
on tiio ground oi cxpediuncy, although 
admittedly known by thorn to be 
a wronylul uct, is iibout to bo mado 
legal, not merely as regards tho past, 
but also lor tho iutiiro ; as there is but 
little doubt that what with propriety 
may bo termed His Excellency's 
Logialaturo will pass wbalover bills 
he requires, and his Attorney General 
Bays these illegal exactions are justifiod 
by expediency. Until this doctrine 
•was urged by that olHcii l wo used to 
think that -whatever was " morally 
■wrong could never bo poliiically 
right j" but thoro is one part of this 
buaineFB .which is not merely grosMy 
unjust, but BO dangerously inexpedi- 
ent, that public attention should at 
onoo be called to it with a view, if pos- 
sible, to prevent a dangerous abuse of 
power. It will bo roooUocted that the 
present " Customs Ordinance" of Brit- 
ish Columbia was expressly iramed 
for tho purpose, and has tho eflect of 
levying diilerenlial duties on goods 
imported from Vuncouvcr Islund. 
"When the miners and others peii tio; 1 
against it as calculated to incrcuM '. [,o 
ppico of neccsbarios at Cariboo, and^ 
lil:o sensible men, complained thac it 
was hard that they should sufier 
merely because Kew Westiuinster en- 
vied Victoria licr trade, His Excel- 
lency admitted that tho ineaf-uro had 
tho appearance of hoslilily towards 
Yictoria, but justified it on tho sup- 
posed ground of " expediency," (we 
fear we shall hear a great deal ol this 
word), pointed out with much clear- 
ness that every Colony should en- 
deavor to establish a commer ial cen- 
tre within her own limits, and com- 
plained that tho prohtB of the nicreani 
tile transactions of British Columbia 
should bo enjoyed by Victoria, which 
(so he' said) in no way conlnbutcd to 
the rovomio of that Colony. Now, 
this reply of llis Excellency, written 
flarly in 1865, is valuable as avowing 

(^Xe^levfB ho then held, and bis reasons 
ior the peculiar framing of tho Customs 
Act, both which may be concisely 
stated as the doctrine ot building up 
New Westminster at tho oxpenso ol 
Yictoria ; and it seems iuorediblo, 
although we fear it is too true, that 
this hostile measure, framed before tho 
Union, terminated by tho proclania- 
.tion of tho Union Act, but sinco then 

^deliberately put in force in defiance of 
tho law, is to bo re-enactod with 
roferenco to Vancouver Island, now a 
portion ol tiie united Colony. Tho result 
is, that direct shipments to New West- 
minster are still, as herolofuvo, to be 
encouraged by the Eegislatuio, and 
tho trader arid coiuuiner in tho in- 
terior of British Columbia is tu i>ay 
for tho great expeiibo of endeavoiing 
to divert trade from its cslaLli.-litd 
channel, and of ariiticially renLricting 
Victoria to her coiamerce on tho L.-s- 
land. It is to be observed likewise 
that tho exigencies of tho I'evciiuo 
will require ihut tho Ciistoina Eulies 
shoiild bo higher lhaa heretofore, and 
as those imposed on, many at least ol 
the necessaries ot lilo cannot bo iii- 
creosedj otlier ;:eces>arii!s and luxuries 
in general must be taxed on a very 
high scale. Tho ell'eet of this, as an 
inducement to direct bhipmonts, is 
well known to merchants; but as the 
matter concerns tho public in general, 
it may not bo amiss to give an ilius- 

.trationof tho working of tliO "Cus- 
toms Act," passed at New West- 
minster, in this respect. Liquors, 
"which are invoiced in London, say ut 
$100, on their arrival in Victoria, for 
the purpose of cslimaliug duty, would 
be, and wo believe are, vuluod by tho 
Collector of Customs at $133. Now, 
we will suppose the duty payable by 
tho new tariff on such luxuries to bo 
'Very high, saj- lOO por cent, (wo as- 
BOme this purely lor tho sake of illus- 
tration), thon BUeii goods, goinj^' Irum 
Yictoria, will be laid down at Now 
AVestminster for twice .Sl'l'!, or 6v' i), 
On the other hand, if hhipjied direct 
from London to New Westminiiter, 
they would be laid down there fur 
?100, added to the duty (■aleulated on 
tho London value, or oJUO — ic.iviiig a 
balaiico in favor of ilu' ilireut hlii|)-- 
xnoiU of ijliG. Tho freight and otlier 
charges jiayablo on Iho respeutivu 
routes for tiie jmriiuso ol this iinjuiry, 
and so far as tho action of the Jijgis" 
laluro is concerned, neetl not be cave- 
fully ciiiculatcti, iilthoiigh no lu;. 
niont can ho addueed, that wo arc 
aware of, that oll'cis any commercial 
inducements for shipments to Now 
Westminster, instead of Victoria, hut 
certainly tho rovorso. If tho reader 
"Will now subslituie for tho BuppoKod 
cent, per oeut. duty others of less 
amount, say $50 or $25 on tho diifor. 
oot articles imported, ho will find an 
injury is infiioted on Victoria in each 



case, by what wo may term tho 
Dilfereiitial Duty Act, diminishing, it 
is true, along with the scalo of ehurges, 
but in every instance a matter of 
serious impoitanco. Wo aro uivaro 
that a draAvback in practice is allowed 
on goods, which, einco tho Union, 
havo paid duty in Victoria, and if this 
practice is contionod, -what wo have 
said will only apply to goods now ac- 
tually in Vancouver Island, and which 
were imported before Union ; but on 
the owners of such goods this great 
injury will in any case bo inflicted. 
And wo must protest against our 
rights being, in any case, rogulatod by 
practice, which, after all, means no 
more than tho tender mercies of tho 
Collector of Customs. In this, i.iid 
in every caso, where tho delicate sub- 
joct of tho people's pecuniary r-ghls 
is involved, we demand that tho mut- 
ter should bo rogtilated by law, which 
it is tho houndon duty of ilor ituj- 
osty's roprosontativo to soo justly 
framed and rightooualy enforced.

It eou- 
sialB of vaulted chambers, cut out of a hard 
roek, and com.cctvd •.villi each other by a 
labyiiiilh ot narrow gi)lletio3, admitting not 
more than one man ut u liino, 'i'he eiilruriue 
to iho main gallery is ho narrow and low that 
it can only bo enture{t by creeping on one's 
liaiidi aod knees. At every atop tho gui- 
IcrieH present re-entoting niiglos, receHsos (or 
guards, and jdaces \,'lu:i'o strong pflissades, 
or heavy doors of wood or Hloim iniiHt have 
existed. Oppusito the entrance gailor/, a 
sort of circular window ia piorcod, oommU'

■' Aro you Mr Green /" " Yes," said tho 
latter.

Having thu.i ideotihed their 
men, the native moved towards the manager's

The d nk fellow ilum eoveieii 
Green, eayiiig, " Doa'l you stir " 'f'lie 
manager uiul aecouiiiaut were then ordered 
iniu a small room behind ibo counter, Ibe 
native kue(nng guard over them, while the 
liiill-ea.~l'.' c!u-i'd the bank ilun, and seareh- 
fif ijliindri, hiking irll t;.e i;ol.l. noler, and 
silver he euuid liiul, wiiii tiie e.\ceptiun ot six 
unissuable iiJios. 'I'his money he stowed 
away in a b..g, the native in the tneanliiiie 
relieving tho tedium ol Iho prisoners by 
III) ring ihem an apple each. Having, how- 
evi'r, but one, ho had to tuX the good ualuro 
ol his iiialo for a feooiid, the hitter tompor> 
arily Mi-^peiuliiig Ids Cobh transactions while 
he pulled the Iruit Irom his pouch. 
VVImjii the prisoners had been c :isoIr.! with 
all upjile, the native pulird oat a i:i'Cond 
piaiol and held one in each hand at his 
prisoners. A little friendly cooversaiion 
then ensued; Mr Green somewimt na.vely 
nMiiarking, " We litilo e.'ipeoUid a visit Irom 
yuu tins ihoriiuig. yon took" us quito una- 
wares." " 1 supi'ose iioi," replied thu nadve. 

Green tlieu said, '' It is ii d -d sliumi; to 

lob us : it is only a small bank, and we are 
just commencing bujiucss." To this the uu- 
aiiswerable response was, " We «, -it money 
and mu-l have ii." iJy this dine (ho liall- 
caale had nearly lii.i'died pilla;^iog the draw- 
i;rH and MrUieen leked liiin not lo touch 
the chKiues or papers, as they would bu ol 
no Uso to him, ami oiil;, li i.~aiiange the ao- 
couiiis. Ml- Coldes hacked up Iliis ob.-urva- 
liua by sloliog thai the)' bore the bank stamp , 
and that as tbey (the budiiangi/is) hail ail 
tho money tbey ought to be aati.-^lied. Tlio 
half-casio was appareutly ealisflod, for ho 
left tiie ohetiues and papers UDlouofaed, and 
was turning away when his mala asked, 
"Have you loukod into tho eale ?" Mr 
Geddea, poiiUing lo the teller'^ sale, said, 
" Here it is," and Mr Green opening it also 
invited them to look. Thuy di I so, and ei e 
ing nothing but a couple of bills, shut it, ob,, 
serving," vVe havo gol everything." "Then 
you had belter be off," Said Ueddet ; and olf 
they went, after the usual caution that if their 
vieliiiis gave the idiirni for halt an hour they 
Would biiool dieiii. .Mounting their horse", 
which during the wliohi timo had been ticU 
to Ibo post ot tho foiieo, they Icisuroly |)aesud 
two or three coUagea, several toauia jusl then 
eniiiing into Mackay, and cleared off with 
£7'l(i 8 1. as tho product of their daring oool- 

lU'flll. 

The two men implicated can bo idenlifiod. 
Only a sliorl time sinco they stuck up the 
Loiehhardt Hotel, at Lake ElphinV.ouo ; at 
that limo there were three in tho gang, and a 
report is current, which however wo do not 
crudil, that they huvu put their third mala 
out of tho way. A lelogram was sent to 
iVoho announcing the robbjry, but, airange 
to Hay, not 11 hint was given that they hail 
taken tho road. Had this omisfiion b;en 
reotilied, a party might hftve ael out from

Ou 
Iho eveuing previous to Iho robbery Mr. .T. 
T. Baker had paid iu £150 lo tho bank on 
Government account ; and that the affair 
was well planned and long medilnlod is 
evident from tbe fact that the men were 
seen lurking near tb« bank on Monday, 
and when askod by Mr Kcoloy what Ihoy 
wanted, said 'change.' No doubt they 
would havo comniitled tho theft then but fur 
Mr Keeley'9 appearance ; and bad tbey done 
80 they would have obtained less plunder 
by i-'-loO. 

Tarri.vq AND FEATiiEiiiNo — A atmngo case 
of tarring and leathering took place luleiy on 
tho Adelaide Lead, at Marybjrough, Aus- 
tralia.

Amid 
ahoula of dorision ha was then ordered to 
make trucks, and, on Hearing his house, naw 
that it was in llamea, Iho budding having 
been ael fire to during Ibe progress of the 
punishment. Meanwhile some of the women 
who were present dating tho tarrini; and 
feathering procca?, advocated the e\jM i!u ncy 
of serving the girl in a hiiiiilai' fa^lnoii, hut 
this wua not allowed by the ineii. Xevertlio- 
less, Hhe raeoived a severe handling from 
some of the gentler aux, but ut last maaaged 
to esca[.e. The matter will be reopened in 
a couit of law, the burning of tbe building 
not being legal.
